I'd like to show you a little bit of how they came to be! 




This is an older version of the character lineup in volume one. I matched everyone's heights 
and such with balance as a whole in mind, but what was surprising was the Poet. I was told, 
"He's pretty short, huh?," and it turns out I did make him pretty tiny. Aside from that, minor 
changes were made, such as Tashiro's uniform skirt becoming pleated. 


Originally, I had a version 
of Antiquary in mind with a 
frillier outfit including riding 
breeches and boots, but my 
editor suggested a more 
orthodox design, thus 
the trench coat. 


In line with Jigokudo *...I drew 
Ryu-san with a long ponytail. 
According to Kozuki-sensei, 
"He isn't someone who cares 
about styling his hair, so make 
it a little messier," so minor 
adjustments were made. 



A character who won't show 
up for a while, but needs a 
spot on the lineup! I made his 
hair about shoulder length, 
but fixed it after Kozuki- 
sensei told me he's supposed 
ve short hair. 
































The deadliest trap during the drawing process?! The more delicious I try to make 
the food look, the hungrier I get (lol). I really wish I had Ruriko-san at home. 


▲ Hase-kun's family is wealthy, so I drew an intricate 
western meal. Caesar salad with multiple varieties of French 
bread, olives and salmon hors d'oeuvres. The main dish is 
beef burgundy using beef cheek. 


▲ I drew the hanami meal to be intentionally resplendent. 
The soba comes in two varieties, ankake dashi with shrimp, 
and squid and spring vegetable tempura. The femorisushi 
balls come in three types: sea bream, salmon, and refreshing 
pickled daikon radish. I'd like to view the sakura over a meal 
like this, too (lol). 


A In order to exhibit a sense of careful preparation and 
refined flavor of the oden at the Japanese restaurant 
Sato-san frequents, I drew the daikon radish with trimmed 
edges and as if the ingredients had been simmering until

The character's 
resemblance in both name and appearance to Ryu- 
san in Elegant Yokai Apartment Life has led to theories 
suggesting that the two characters are in fact one and 
the same. 
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
